Open for business 


Less than a week 
after crash. Blue Line 
returns to O’Hare

The O’Hare Blue Line station smelled of cut 
wood and fresh paint Sunday afternoon as 
CTA workers tore back caution tape at the 
entrance, ushering airport personnel and trav- 
elers back into the station almost a week after 
a train derailed there. 

Gone was the escalator that had been the 
final resting place of the derailed train, which 
plowed through a barrier early last Monday 
injuring at least 30 people and causing more 
than $6 million in damage. 

A wooden stairway stood in the escalator’s 
place, leaving just one working escalator at 
the station. A white wooden barrier surround- 
ed the end of the center track where the train 
had derailed. 

“It looks pretty good,” airport worker Har- 
old Clayton said. ‘All in all, I think they did a 
pretty good job.” 

Travelers who landed at O’Hare on Sunday 


morning and early afternoon were sent to 
shuttle buses while CTA workers put finish- 
ing touches on the station repair. 

After work crews hauled their equipment 
out of the station, just before 2 p.m., CTA 
workers in yellow vests began directing pas- 
sengers into the station. 

Out-of-towners, oblivious to the station’s 
weeklong closure, lugged suitcases down the 
staircase while airport workers analyzed the 
repairs. 

“It looks nice, better than it looked be- 
fore,” one woman remarked as she hurried 
onto a train. 

For those whose daily commutes were dis- 
rupted by the station closure, having train ser- 
vice back at the airport was welcome. Still, the 
accident left them unnerved. 

“People are still a little nervous and a little 
apprehensive,” Clayton said. 

The crash has raised concerns about work- 


er fatigue and safety as investigators say the 
train operator admitted to dozing off before 
the crash. 

The train operator had a “very chaotic” 
work schedule, Robert Kelly, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 308, said 
Friday 

One area where CTA riders appeared sat- 
isfied Sunday was with the agency’s swift ac- 
tion in establishing a shuttle service to ferry 
passengers between the airport and the Rose- 
mont Blue Line station while the O’Hare sta- 
tion was closed. 

“The CTA, they were right on it,” said 
Phyllis Moore, a security worker at the air- 
port. “The bus service was excellent at getting 
people back and forth. No chaos.” 

The reopening of the station was also a wel- 
come surprise for travelers who had arrived 
last week to find the station closed.

landed in Chicago on Thursday and rode the 
shuttle bus to the Rosemont station. He said 
he was excited Sunday when he learned that 
he wouldn’t have to endure a bus transfer on 
his journey back to the airport. The train ac- 
cident sounded like a fluke, he said, and he 
had no concerns about riding the train into 
the station. 

“I felt fine about it,” he said. “I had no 
hesitation.”

™i CMiirofshucT^MicT-Dsin: ln^ni^, rihns^ 
lu-^'zlkd. ^tt£ aru tasaLik" iiummeIu lil tliu 
amount of cheir fair mafket value, and you 
need to report them to the IRS and pay the 
appropriate tax on it. 

“People go to events all the time, and if 
you go to an event for your job and get cer- 
tain swag, it affects you,” says Lisa Greene- 
Lewis, a certified public accountant at 
TurboTax. 

The rules on swag aren’t new In fact, as 
far back as i960, the Supreme Court, in 
Commissioner v Duberstein, ruled that a 
businessman who’d received a Cadillac as 
a gift: from a company he did business with 
needed to pay taxes on it. (The company, 
as it turned out, had deducted the value of 
the car as a business expense on its corpo- 
rate income tax return.) 

But as the value of those Oscar goody 
bags soared to $100,000 in 2006, the 
IRS took notice. As then-IRS Commis- 
sioner Mark Everson warned at the time: 
“There’s no special red-carpet loophole for 
thu.iT.m."

NU football 
players may 
have to pay taxes

Northwestern football players could one da}' 
have to pay federal and state taxes on athletic 
scholarships following a ruling that the stu- 
dent-athletes are employees of the school, but 
experts say it is too soon to make them woriy. 

In a decision issued Wednesday, Peter Sur^i^ 
Ohr, the regional director of the Natiomil 
Labor Relations Board, wrote that players' 
scholarships are “compensation for the ath-- 
letic services they perform for the employe 1 
throughout the calendar year.” 

NU athletes have been cleared to proceed 
in the union organizing process because of tti;: 
historic vote that is likely to spur similar movci 
at other college campuses around the country. 
But the school has already said it plans to ap- 
peal the ruling, and it has led to speculation 
about whether the football players will even- 
tually have to pay taxes just as professors anti 
other employees do. 

“I think it’s unlikely anything would happen 
immediately” said Amy C. McCormick, a pro- 
fessor emeritus at Michigan State University 
College of Law who specializes in tax law. 

McCormick said that under the Internnl 
Revenue Service code, scholarships are ev 
empt from being taxed unless they are com- 
pensation for services required as condition 
for receiving the aid. However, she said, tfcK.- 
IRS has not considered athletic scholarshipcs 
as income. 

In order to do so, the IRS, the Department 
of Treasury or Congress would have to change- 
their position and acknowledge that athletk 
scholarships are compensation in return for 
services, McCormick said.

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Sox are back— and 
so is the Red Line

When the Sox return to US. Cellular Field 
on Monday for Opening Day it also will be a 
homecoming of sorts for the Sox Red Line stop. 

The CTA shut the Sox-35th station, the 
closest rail stop to the stadium, for five 
months last year as part of a $425 million 
overhaul of nine South Side Red Line stations 
and accompanying track. The stop was closed 
from May 19 to Oct. 20, weeks after the Sox 
finished their 2013 season. 

CTA spokesman Stephen Mayberry said 
it’s impossible to tell how many fans will re- 
turn to the Sox Red Line stop this season. A 
month after the station reopened, the station 
saw about 88 percent of its ridership retained 
compared with November 2012, according to 
CTA data. 

During construction, fans used the 
35th-Bronzeville-IIT Green Line station, 
a few blocks east of the Red Line, and the 
35th Street/“Lou” Jones/Bronzeville station 
on Metra’s Rock Island line between the 
Green and Red lines. 

Others drove. Sox spokesman Marty Malo- 
ney said the CTA construction did not have 
a major effect on last season’s attendance, 
which fell 10 percent to 1.7 million fans last 
year compared with 2012. 

“While CTA ridership was down slightly 
among White Sox fans in 2013, anecdotally we 
believe part of that dip was that the construc- 
tion coincided with a decrease in our parking 
prices,” Maloney told RedEye in an email. 
“Those fans who did ride the T to games 
seemed to be pleasantly surprised with the

close proximity to the ballpark of the Green 
Line stop.” 

Parking was decreased a few dollars to $20 
last year. During the Red Line project, the 
CTA cleaned and painted the Sox station and 
replaced lights and glass. 

The agency also rid the southern Red Line 
track of slow zones. RedEye tested how long 
it would take to get to the Sox stop on trains 
from State and Lake streets and Garfield 
Boulevard this Opening Day compared with 
Opening Day in 2013. 

Minutes were shaved off the Red Line trip 
compared with the same time last year before 
the construction project. 

The Green Line rail ride from downtown 
is still faster than the Red Line because there 
are fewer Green Line stops but slower from 
Garfield Boulevard because there are more 
Green Line stops than Red Line ones. It also 
takes a few minutes longer to walk to the field 
from the Green Line than the Red Line.
